MOTH 


The gypsy moth has long been one of our most important forest insect pests. 

In 1896 a French biologist introduced it into Medford, Massachusetts for use in 
experiments designed to yield a hardy silk-producing caterpillar. 

Present control practices will not prevent the spread of the gypsy moth 
throughout its potential range. Morever, cyclic reinfestations will occur in 
areas containing primary host trees.

The Environmental Commission is against the use of dangerous or potentially 
dangerous chemical sprays. Properly handled, Sevin is an effective control for 
the gypsy moth. Most home-type sprayers will not reach the upper branches and 
leaves and the services of professionals are required. If you are spraying be 
sure to read and follow the manufacturer's directions. Courtesy dictates that 
you advise your neighbors of your spray plans. 

In the event no action or treatment is taken natural and introduced 
predators and parasites will continue to exist in areas of defoliation and will 
produce an eventual "crash" of the gypsy moth population.
